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excitedly and on a beer table there lay three 
pieces of gas pipe. They were sealed up 
at the ends and projecting from dhe end of 
each was a fuse: One of the men who 
was talking held a metallic ball in his hand 
and appeared to be explaining its use. That 
it was adynamite bomb I am confident, I 
am also positive the sections of gas pipe were 
bombs. We American citizens are at their 
mercy.”’ In conclusion, he said the women 
were worse than the men. 

When asked what he thought should be 
done he replied: “If we had a Sheriff who 
had as much courage as Sheriff Taylor or a 
Mayor-with any backbone the riotous foreign- 
ers could be dealt with according to law. It 
might cost zome of the officers their lives, but 
if these Anarchists are not checked the result 
is liable to be far more serious. 

Sheriff Taylor and Col. Bennitt slept little 
last night. Deputy Sheriffs were ransacking 
the foreign quarters of Peru and La Salle for 
Anarchists. Fourteen captures were effected, 
and this morning twelve of the prisoners were 
sent to the county jail at Ottawa. One of the 
most fortunate arrests was that of Frank 
Ulosky. a desperate Pole, who did more than 
any one man to cause the riot last Thursday. 
He was arrested by the Deputy Sheriffs the 
night of the riot but was liberated by Mayor 
Matthicsen upon the demands of a mob. 
Ulosky was armed with a hatchet when the 
deputies went to his house this morning, but 
the sight of their revolvers cowed him, and he 
ba wled for mercy. 

In all twenty-one men who took part in the 
assault upon Sheriff Taylor and his men have 
been arrested. According toa report brought 
here by one of Sheriff Taylor's spies the reds 
have an idea the authorities are afraid to go 
to Spring Valley. They do not know that the 
military has no authority to leave La Salle 
County. 

There was a mass-meeting this morning, at 
which David Ross, a professional labor pol- 
itician, presided. A large number of strikers 
was present, and Ross took occasion to de- 
nounce the meeting of business-men held yes- 
terday. He said their. request sent to 
the Governor asking that the troops 
be retained here was not warranted. 
He said the majority of the people in La 
Sallie and Peru did not indorse the action 
taken. He also denounced the Chicago news- 
papers for interfering in La Salle’s affairs. 
The veople of La Salle were perfectly compe- 
tent to settle all difficulties without outside 
interference.

Dr. Hunt 
had a riot ali to himself at No. 764 Allport 
street. His buggy was turnei over and he 
was knocked down. The doctor says the 
Canalport avenue wagon filled with officers 
drove up, but the policemen were frightened 
by the mob and were driven off, Dr. Hunt 
managed to stand off the crowd until an offi- 
cer in citizens’ clothes came to hig help, or he 
says he would have been killed. 

Meet with a Warm Reception, 

The Health Department received notice 
Monday that there was smallpox at No. 1072 
Troy street. Dr. Beegle with Health Officers 
O'Connor, Campbell, and Schlessler were de- 
tailed to investigate. -Dr. Chloupeck went 
along to act as interpreter. Taking a hack 
driven by William O'Connell the men went to 
thé street. The district is populated almost 
entiraly by Bohemians. The health officers 
found women armed with clubs, men with 
pokers and crowbars, and boys with rocks 
clustered in front of No. 1072. A hail 
of bricks, clubs, and stones came 
when they drove up and Dr. Beegle, 
seeing they were in for a fight, ran for a patrot 
box. Apparently the wagon was ready, for it 
came in a hurry. So did those from Hinman 
street and Lawndale. When Dr. Beegle got 
back the fight was on. The four men re- 
maining had been surrounded by the mob. 
Some one had fired two shots at the men and 
they were fighting for their lives; O'Connor 
had been knocked down and his gun wrested 
from him, Schless er was bleeding, and half 
the crowd wus kicking Campbeil, who finally 
escaped and ran to the pesthouse, where he 
took refuge.

FLOODS IN THE FAR NORTHWEST. 


Houses and Bridges Swept Away and Crops 
Destroyed—Loss of Life Reported. 


" Svoxane, Wash., May 29.—The river rose 


three inches last night and is still rising. The 
Dennis and Bradley bridges have been given 
up and are expected to go at any moment. 
They will take with them the Olive street and 
Washington street bridges. Many houses have 
been undermined and are settling. The water 
is now four and one-half feet higher at the 
new water-works site than was ever known. 
Work has been abandoned altogether. The 
Union Pacific bridge still stands, but it is ex- 
pected to go. The Union Pacific and Great 
Northern tracks are inundated and traffic has 
been suspended. 

Vicrori, B. C., May 29.—Appalling waste 
and destruction are being caused by floods 
along the Frazer River and its numerous 
tributaries. . Many thousands of acres of 
fruitful land are covered with water, on which 
float débris. Costly dikes and expensive 
bridges have been swept away and hundreds 
of people are seeking shelter on rafts and on 
high lands. Loss of life is reported. The 
flooded district embraces the most extensively 
cultivated region of the province, extending 
for fifty miles along the banks of the Frazer 
from New Westminster. It is reported that 
the great bridge of the Canadian Pacific at 
Revelstoke is gone and another at Mission 
City. All crops are ruined, 

ovis Vernon, Wash., May 29.—Skaget 
River is twenty inches higher than ever before 
known, being twenty-three feet above low 
water mark. Railroads are washed out, 
bridges are gone, and no train has reached 
here since Friday. At places thetrack is 
washed out for miles and rails and ties are 
lodged in trees and brush. Rescue stea.ners 
have been sent out and found men and wom- 
en in trees and on housetaps. Many reports 
of ree come in. The river has begun 
to fall.

Louisiana. It would follow then, he Said, to 
recover damages against the City of New Or- 
leans for the taking of human life by a mob in 
said city, no matter what the negligence of the 
city officials may have been, there must be a 
statute, express or by necessary implication, 
giving a remedy in such cases. The sole 
statute on this subject reads: The different 
municipal corporations in this State shall be 
liable for the damage done, to property by 
mobs or other assemblages in their respective 
limits.”’ This law the court held limited the 
liability of municipalities to damage to prop- 
erty and gave no action for damage to life.

HE THINKS THE CREW WAS NOT DRUNK. 


Inspector Abbsy Investigates the Local 
Life-Saving Crew. 

Capt. Abbey of New York, Inspector of the 
Life-Saving Stations, is firmly convinced that 
the local life-saving crew did all in its power 
to rescue the crew of the schooner Myrtle, 
which was wrecked in the storm of May 18. 
He says he is also convinced that the members 
of the crew were not under the influence of 
liquor, and that Capt. Fountain was not in- 
toxicated. Capt. Thomas Clark and Capt. 
Andrew Christianson are the two witnesses 
who were put on the stand to substantiate 
these charges. The latter said the crew of the 
Myrtle might have been rescued had the life- 
boat put out between the hours of 11 and 1 
oc.ock, The lifeboat, however, was out 
rescuing men from the bumboats and the 
south pier, but Capt. Christianson.did not 
know this when he first made his 
statement. Capt. Fountain was severely 
examined as to whether or not he was 
intoxicated. He denied the assertion em- 
phatically and said: When the men reached 
the station after trying to rescue the crew of 
the Myrtle they were completely exhausted 
and played out. I was almost numb with 
cold and suffering with a chill, I took a drink 
to revive me, as also did the men, and the 
liquor 4as taken purely for medicinal pur- 
poses. We had had nothing to eat that morn- 
ing. When we reached the bumboat before 
going to the Myrtle a half pint bottle of whis- 
ky was found and fifteen men drank from it.“ 
Nelson St. Peter made a similar statement. 
William H. Smith, Captain of the tug Pro- 
tection, which towed the lifeboat to the Myr- 
tle, said: don’t think anything more 
could be done more than what was done by 
the life-savers to save the crew of the Myrtle, 
With another crew, however, something 
might have been done, but it would hu ve 
been doubtful.“ Today Capt. Abbey will 
go to the life-saving station at Jackson Park 
and commence an investigation there. 


WASHINGTONIAN HUME SUES THE CITY.

It Wants $25,000 Under the Legislative 
Art of 1883, 


Mandamus proceedings to compel the city 
to contribute toward the support of the Wash- 
ingtonian Home were commenced in the Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday by Attarney Mason B. 

Under an act of the Legislature of 
1883 the city is legally compelled to pay the 
home 10 per cent of the amount received for 
liquor licenses, the court is informed in the 
petition filed. This amount was to be pai 
to the Treasurer of the home in quarterly in- 
stallments not exceeding $20,000 for any 
one year. Since Jan. 1, 1893, no payments 
have been made by the city and the amount 
now sought to be recovered by the suit is 825.

name here will be “ Venice in Chicago.“ 


Steps are being taken at the same time to 
open a “ Venice in Paris.“ 

The work is to be undertaken by a corpora- 
tion called the Chicago Exhibition company, 
which has just flled its incorporation papers, 
capitalized at $600,000, each share being 
$100. The promoter is John T. Dickerson, 
Secretary of the World's Columbian Commis- 
sion. He declares gratifying progress has 


already been made in disposing of the stock, | 


and if it is all taken by July 1 this show may 
be thrown open to the Chicago public Sept. 1. 

The vast theater in which this exhibition is 
to be given is to be constructed of the ma- 
terial of the World's Fair buildings and lo- 
cated in close proximity to Jackson Park. 
The projectors have obtained options On two 
different lots of land for this purpose and will 
take a ten years’ lease on one or the other of 
them, with the right to purchase at the ex- 
piration of the term. One of these is the 
ground used by Buffalo Bill’s Wild West show 
last summer. The other is the triangle of 
land bounded by Fifty-seventh street, Fifty- 
ninth street, Stony Island avenue, and the 
Illinois Central railroad tiacks. 

The design for the building has been made 
by S. S. Beman. It will be 770 feet long ana 
300 feet wide, and will have on its main 
facade a quadrangular tower 300 feet high. 
It will have an auditorium with a seating 
capacity of 10.000 and a stage 250 feet in 
width, which will accommodate over 1,000 
performers. In front of the stage will be a 
beautiful lake, reflecting ballets, pugeauts, 
and aquatic processions. Other features will 
be numerous cascades, fountains, caves, 
grottoes, temples, al fresco fétes, and water 
carnivals. The whole conception is that of 
Imre Kiralfy, whose America will long be 
remembered ip Chicago, and who describes 
the genesis of the.idea in his mind as follows: 

As usual, before commencing the construction 
of one of my histrionie spectacies, I made myself 
thoroughly acquainted with the history of the 
country with which I propose to deal, and in the 
pursuit of my studies I found that the epoch of 
the Chioggian wars was not only most suitable 
for the purpose of spectacular production, but 
that it contained exceptionally strong situations. 
This period was one of the most rem irkable and 
interesting in the history of Venice, for 
she then passed through her great- 
est crisis and emerged from these wars 
weakened and crippled in forces, it is 
true, but covered with giory arising from some 
of her most famous naval and military victories. 

Having decided to select this period as the 
date of my historic spectacle my next'care was 
to find some romantié story which could be ad- 
vantageously interWoven with the _ bistoric 
truths. I decided on the Merchant of Venice.’ 
But before I could positively decide that I might 
consistently combine this beautiful romance 
with the stern facts of history I made a careful 
collation of all the authorities on Shakspeare, as 
woll as astudy of the sources ‘from whence he 
drew the story. To my delight I found¢hat not 
only wag there not anything incongruous, but 
that everything tended to make my selection as 
huppy as I could possibly desire.

I know 
that he has in mind a reorganization’ of some 
kind, but the present time is not a particularly 
auspicious one for reorganizing in the way be 
wouid like to and that is probably why no brill- 
iant scheme of financiering has yet resulted 
from last January's election. Gen. Thomas’ past 
record has indicated his preference for stock as- 
sessments and I beheve that his plan, when it is 
finally announced, will be an assessment on the 
stock sufficient to pay off the bonds and clear up 
the floating debt of the company and start it 
on the road without any incumbrances. This 
world put it in such a'strong financial condition 
that it could dictate terms to the cutside mills, 
tor it would be in such shape that it could get 
on for atime without earning anything at all, 
and that ought to make it master of the field.

There 
is a growing suspicion that they haven't any in- 
tention at all of building a road. and that the 
whole scheme is a biuff to keep out other roads 
from the North Side and to possibly prevent the 
consummation of a union toop scheme. Mr. 
Yerkes’ connection with the enterprise is proba- 
bly what leads to that opinion. It is answered 
by the fact that there are some other gentlemen 
who are stockholders in the company who wouid 
hardly lend themselves to such a proceeding.

ATTORNEY MONROE EXOORIATEs | 


HIM IN AN ARGUMENT, 


In His Address Before Judge Tuley in the 
Sturges Arbitration Case the Lawyer 
Plies the Merchant with Many Cutting 
Words=Says the Moral Wreck of the 
Chief Defendant Presents a Picture 
More Pitiable Even than the Mental 
Wreck of His Client. 


Argument in the Sturges-Farwell arbitra. 
tion was begun yesterday before Judge Tuley, 
the principal feature of the proceedings being 
the address of Henry S. Monroe, Mr. Sturges’ 
attorney. Mr. Monroe said some hard things 
about John V. Farwell, who listened stolidly. 
Mr. Farwell was early on hand, with his 
brother Charles B. Farwell and Attorneys 
High and Westover. Attorney Edward Me- 
Carthy of New York, Attorney Mogroe, and 
John A. Kruse represented the Sturges inter- 
eat. Mrs. Sturges and her friends, who ha ve 
watched the cause closely since it was first 
put on hearing several weeks ago, were pres 
ent. : 

Mr. Monroe desired to introduce evidence 

to show that the Farwells held control ‘of the 
stock of the Capitol company and could 
manipulate it so that it would be of littie 
value to holders. Attorney High objected 
and Judge Tuley directed that the testimony 
should be confined to show the status of the 
property only. 
Attorney High on behalf of the Farwells

Attorney Monroe resumed his arguments at

when the hour of adjournment came. He 
confined himself to a review of the extraordi- 
nary complication of facts in which the dis- 
pute is tangied up. Reference to contracts 
of one sort and another was made and in- 
numerable meetmgs between the interested 
parties were spoken of repeatedly, yet 
the court, following his big book 
of memoranda, easily kept pace with the 
counsel. Each of the occurrences had some 
special significance which had been brought 
out during the previous days when the wit- 
nesses were examined. Referring to the 
transactions in the fail of 1884 Mr. Monroe 
said the Farwells were tightly pressed for 
money and Mr. Sturges was in England work- 
ing to raise,money for them. Negotiations 
with the Manchester parties fell through and 
Promoter William Kensington was called 
in. The four-sided contract between 
the Farweils, Kensington, Sturges, and Pres. 
cott was made: Kensington undertook to 
place $5,000,000 debenture bonds in return 
for 58 per cent of the stock of the Capitol 
Land coinpany and 2 per cent in,cash. John 
V. Farwell at this time showed his financial 
needs, counsel insisted, for Mr. Farwell! hud 
talked of abandoning the Texas Capitol con- 
tract, though he had a $500,000 bond up. 
After the signing of the Kensington 
contracts, J. V. Farwell returned to America, 
leaving Kensington and Sturges to raise the 
money. This they did and remitted. amounts 
by cable from time to time. It was subse- 
quent to this that John V. Farwell asked 
Sturges to assign to bim the famous rebate 
contract. It was to be indorsed over to J. V. 
Farwell dr. to secure an individual debt of 
Sturges. This proposal, counsel said, was a 
swindle—a plan to defraud Mr. Farwell’s 
partner.

Attorney Monroe, continuing. spoke of 
other visits paid by J. V. Farwell to Londcn 
and the return trip made by John V. Far well. 
William Sturges, and Judge Drummond on 
the ill-fated Cunard liner Oregon. Mr. 
Sturges had written a letter to his wife about 
the trip and had scarcely mentioned the ac- 
cident in New York harbor. This letter 
tended to show that the mind of Mr. Sturges 
was filled with the affairs of the company. 
The letter could not be found, however, and 
Attorney Monroe had to content himself with 
refreshing the mind of the court from his own 
memory.

REVIEW WORK OF CHICAGO DIOCESE. 


Record of the Year in the Episcopal 
ChurcheSt. Luke’s Good Showing. 

The fifty-seventh annual convention of the 
Diocese of Chicago met at the Cathedral of 
SS. Peter and Paul yesterday morning at 10 
o'clock. Ninety-three clergymen and 100 
lay delegates were present from the diocese, 
which extends as far south as Kankakee and 
takes in all that part of the State lying north 
of a line drawn from Kankake to the Missis- 
sippi River. The morning convention was 
formally opened by the celebration of holy 
communion by the Rt.-Rev. W. E. McLaren, 
D. D., Bishop of the diecese. The Rev. W. E, 
Toll of Waukegan preached the convention 
sermon. The convention was then called to 
order by the Bishep, who by virtue of hia po- 
sition is Chairman. The Rev. Luther Pardee 
was elected Seeretary and the Rev. F, W. 
Keaton Assistant Secretary. The Rev. Arthur 
L. Williams was the Bishop’s private secre. 
tary. The Committee on Credentials then re- 
ported, occupying the time until the noon 
adjournment. 

At the afternoon session Bishop McLaren 
read a lengthy address reviewing in detail the 
work and progress of the church in the dio- 
cese. A total of 1,313 contirmations were re- 


ported for the year. The financial showing 


was satisfactory. The committee from the 
Board of Missions reported $16.600 expend- 
ed in missiondty work in the diocese during 
the year, maintaining forty-five missions and 
thirty missionaries. After the hearing of the 
report pledges for the commg year were 
taken. The parishes pledged $10,512, Sun- 
day-schools $733. and individuals $320, 
making a total of $11,565, to which will be 
added a conditional pledge of $2,000 from 
St. James’ parish. 

Arthur Ryerson, President of St. Luke's 
Hospital, presented a report. of that institu- 
tion for the year. In the main it was as fol- 


lows: 

The hospital yearcloses Oct. 15, so that statistical 
items must ibe given as of that date past. The 
last hospital year saw a great increase in the 
work of the institution. due chiefly to the World’s 
Fair and its inflow of population. 

The number of in-patients treated was 1,862, 
as against 1,504 the preceding year; of dis- 
pensary patients, 5,531, as compared with 4,409 
the preceding year. The number of days of care 
of absolutely free patients was 19,818, being 535 
more than during the preceding year. Adding 
to this some 6.500 days of free care of patients 
paying partial rates, shows a total of 24,818 
days of free work. The cost of this per diem was 
$1.56, making $41,455.08 expended in charity. 
This. it is "believed. was expended in the best

DECORATION bar. 

In the first general order for the observance 
of Decoration day, issued by Gen. Joho A. 
Logan ir 1868, Gen. Logan eloquently says: 

We should guard their graves with sacred vig- 
ilance. All that the consecrated wealth and taste 
of the Nation can do to add to their adornment 
and security is but a fitting tribute to the mem- 
ory of our-siain defenders. Let no wanton foot 
tread rudely on such hallowed mounds. Let 
pleasant paths invite the coming and going of 
reverent visitors and fond mourners. Let no 
vandalism of avarice or neglect—no ravages of 
time—testify to the present or coming generations 
that we have forgotten as a people the cause of a 
free and undivided public. If other eyes grow 
dull and their hands slacken and their hearts 
grow cold in the solemn trust, ours shall keep it 
well as long as light and warmth of life remain 
tous. Let us then at the time appointed gather 
around their sacred remains and garland the 
passionless mounds above them with the choicest 
flowers of spring time. Let us raise above them 
the dear old flag they saved from dishonor. Let 
us in this solemn presence renew our pledges to 
aid and assist those whom they have left among 
us, a sacrod charge upon a nation’s gratitude— 
the soldiers’ and sailors’ widows and orphans. 

In another part of this memorable order 


Gen. Logan expresses the hope that the cele- 
bration of Decoration day may be kept up 
from year to year. Gen. Logan lived long 
énough to have the assurance that this sacred 
anniversary would become national, that none 
of the apprehensions expressed in the order 
would be realized, and that Decoration day 
would grow in importance as the years went 
on. And now, in this year of general depres- 
sion, industrial defhoralization, political 
demagogy, and anarchistic demonstration, 
its celebration will be upon a larger and more 
impressive scale than ever before, showing 
that the spirit of patriotism among the people 
and popular appreciation of and gratitude for 
the services of the veterans of the war, those 
whose graves will be decorated today and 
those whe will decorate them, are not lan- 
guishing. In Chicago, as well as in every 
other Northern city, the pageantry of the day 
has been outlined in more generous and en- 


thusiastic fashion than ever before. 


This is as it should be. There is no danger 
that the memory of Lincoln, Grant, Sherman, 
Sheridan, Thomas, or of any of the great 
soldiers of the war ever will be forgotten. 
But Decoration day is not so mucha memorial 
of these as it is a memorial of thousands of 
men who gave their lives to their country and 
who sleep, silent victors, in known or un- 
known. graves. It is a memorial to ‘the 
dead who will not be individualized 
in history, who held neither place nor power, 
who were only units in the grand army of the 


‘republic, but who did not anticipate forget- 


fulness on that account. History cannot 
record the careers of each of these thousands, 
but the story of each one, if it could be told, 
would be as full of interest, of bravery, of 
suffering, and of patriotism as those .of the 
commanders who led them. Their story 
must be told on Decoration day, their mem- 
ories gecalled by their surviving comrades 
and made beautiful with flowers lovingly laid 
upon the turf above them. As Gen. Garfield 
said in his address at Arlington: This 
silent assembly of the dead is an epitome of 
the war. Here are sheaves reaped in the 
harvest of death from every battlefield of Vir- 
ginia. If each grave hada voice to tell us 
what its silent tenant last saw and heard on 
earth we might stand with uncovered heads 
and hear the whole story of the war.’’ There- 
fore it is that the voices of these dead ill 
forever fill the land like holy benedic tions, 
Therefore it is thatso long as gratitude and 
patriotism last the services of the dead and 
living soldiers of the Union should be hon- 
ored and Decoration day recall their devotion 
to the cause of the Nation. 

It is a pleasant feature of this anniversary 
that so much as been done to instruct the 
youths in our schools in the lessons of the war 
and to impress upon them the nature of the 
services rendered by the dead and by the sur- 
vivors of that war. Thus the memories of 
those days will pass from one genera- 
tion to another and there will be no danger of 
forgetfulness. The numerous organizations 
of Sons of Veterans show that the younger 
men are prepared, to take up the work of the 
elder and carry it on, and will honor those 
who defended and helped to save the Nation.

SOWING ‘DRAGONS’ TEETH. 

Under the above caption there was printed 
on the ninth page of the last issue of Tue 
Trispung an article from the columns of 
the Democratic New York Sun showing that 
the present riotous proceedings and socialistic

THE SOCIALIST-POPULIST FUSION. 

A struggling lot of fellows claiming to rep- 
resent the Populists, farmers’ associations, 
and labor organizations of Illinois have as- 
sembled in Springfield this week to try to con- 
solidate for a Populist vote at the next elec- 
tion. They profess to be in favor of the fol- 
lowing, among other things: “ Municipal 
„ownership of street car, gas, and electric 
light plants for public distribution of light, 
heat, and power. the nationalization of tel- 
„ egraphs, telephones, railroads, and mines, 
„and the collective ownership by the people 
of all means of production and distribu- 
* tion.’ 

Correctly stated, the last named int in- 
cludes the other two, as these fellows would 
know if they gave a few minutes of attentive 
consideration to the subject. 

The fact is they have not thought abont it 
or they would see that it utterly is imprac- 
ticable. The properties named and referred 
te could not be owned by the people except in 
one or two ways—namely: by confiscation or 
by purchase. The first is impossible. Tho 
means of production and distribution include 
not only the factories, mines of coal. iron, 
and other metals, and the forests, but all the 
farms in the country also. They includejani- 
mals as well as railroeds and their rolling 
stock, and the vessels that ply upon the wa- 
ters, The owners of all this property would 
have to be consulted; they would say No, * 
and their numbers would bè found too great 
for the compulsory process to be a Buccess. 
A similar remark must be applied to the fate 
of any proposition to buy with flat money.”’ 
The owners of the properties would not con- 
sent to part with them in exchange for a lot 
of paper trash having no redeemer provided 
for it, and therefore bound to hecome worth- 
less, as did the French assignats about a 
century ago. 

The owners would not sell except for sood 
mouey, and that could not be obtained ex¢ept 
by the issue of coin bonds for the immense 
amount required. 
billions for the railroad properties, if no} al- 
lowance were made for the water in their se- 
curities, three billions for machinery of mills 
and product on hand, more than a billion for 
mines, three billions for live stock on farms 
and ranges, with farm implements and ma- 
chinery, and a large part of the forty billions 
which the real estate in the country and jm- 
provements thereon were officially estimated 
to be worth four years ago. At least tyo- 
thirds of the now more than sixty-five billion 

> dollars’ worth of real and personal property 
in the United States would have to be pur- 
chased with money borrowed in order to carry 
out the demands of these crazy loons, the un- 
nual interest on which at 4 per cent would be. 
roughly. speaking, one and three-quarters bill- 
ions, or an amount equal to the total volume 
of money of all kinds officially stated to be in 
circulation. The magnitude of the load may 
faintly, be imagined when it is remembered 
that the United States has been engaged for 
thirty years past in paying off a debt of less 
than one-tenth the amount, and has not got 
through yet with the payment, 

And to what end would this vast load of in- 
debtedness be incurred? For the purpose of 
taking the management of the properties out 
of the hands of men who have made it a life 
study and putting it into those of a lot of poli- 
ticians having no special knowledge of the de- 
partments of business they would be assigned 
to direct, and changing every three or four 
years to give room to another lot of incompe- 
tents appointed by a power equally ignorant 
with themselves. Think of the results of 
their management of the properties of the 
whole people in the alleged interest of econoin- 
icul administration with an eye to the pay- 
ment of principal and interest of the money 
borrowed! How much would it be possible 
to pay if the inevitable demands of the work- 

ers for fewer hours and bigger wages were com- 

plied with? And how much better off would 
be the toilers under such an arrangement 
than they are now? The great mass of them 
would be dictated to more than at present, 
would have to work and live by a rule akin 
to that observed in the penitentiaries, shorn 
of all individual liberty except the poor privi- 
lege of shouting at a mass meeting as the 
bosses might dictate, or of committing suicide 
when harassed past further endurance by the 
vexatious requirements of the Socialist order 
of things. Under the new plan of labor and 
management things would become dearer and 
less easily attainable. At one bound the peo- 
ple would lose all that has been gained by the 
progressive economies of many years past 
which have cut down the real cost of produe- 
tion and transportation to very much less than 
they used to be, and now are reducing the 
gains of employing capital in far greater ratio 
than they ure claimed to reduce wages. 

And this is to be made a national issue.“ 
This scheme, the product of day-dreaming by 
foreign Socialist agitators—to be enforced 
if necessary by force of arms and dynamite 
in the hands of foreign Anarchists—is to be 
imposed on the American people at the be. 
hest of a parcel of soreheads who have not in- 
vestigated to the depth of asheet of tissue 
paper the merits of the question and do not 
care to investigate, but practically have 
adopted the motto of Rule or ruin.’ The 
toiling masses of the United States, both in 
city and country, are not likely to be caught 
in the snare to their own utter undoing and 
the taking of a retrograde step from modern 
civilization to the semi-barbarous conditions 
of the dark ages.

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THE $1,000 CONTEMPT FINES sTILL 
| STICK. 

Judge Chetlain imposed a fine of $1,000 

each against the Election Co:nmissioners for 

disobeying his order to produce the ballots 

cast in cettain precincts at the late election 


and directed their imprisonment until those 


fines were paid. Thereupon they applied to 
Judges Sears, Adams, and Tuley for writs of 
habeas corpus and the said Judges liberated 
their bodies from the imprisonment; but the 
finee imposed still stand against them. The 
question is, Had Judge Chetlain the lawful 
authority to impose those fines or any fines 


under the circumstanzes of the case before 


him? Let us see what the Supreme Court of 
this State has said on a similar case carried 
before it. 

Chief Justice Mulkey of the Supreme Court 
of Illinois in the case of ex parte Smith, re- 
ported in 117 Illinois Supreme Court Reports, 
page 63, in exactly a similar case where a 
witness refused to answer a question before 
the grand jury on the ground that he might 
¢riminate himself was fined and ordered 
¢omtmitted until the fine and costs were 


paid. 


He refused to pay the fine and petitioned 
the Supreme Court fora writ of habeas’ corpus. 
The writ was refused, The Supreme Court 
gays on pages 65 and 66 of the opinion: It 
will be observed that the imprisonment com- 
plained of is by virtue of an order in the nat- 
ure of a final process to enforce judgment at 
law for a specific sum of money. Such being 
the case it would be altogether useless to 
award the writ. We regard the petition in 
nin yg asa mere attempt to review and set 
aside a judgment at law for an alleged error 
in the proceeding where the court clearly had 
jurisdiction both of thé person and subject 
matter of the suit. This cannot be done. 

Whether the court was authorized under the 
circumstances to imposé a fine was a matter 
which the law authorized and empowered the 
court to determine, just as in any other case 
of alleged contempt. While it may be con- 
ceeded for the purpose of the argument that 
the court erred in reaching the conclusion it 
did, nevertheless its right and duty to pass 
upon the question was clear beyond all ques- 
tion. If the judgment was ‘erroneous, as is 
claimed, the remedy was the same as in the 
case of any other erroiieous judgment where 
the right of appeal or writ of error is given. 
We regard the order directing the defendant 
to stand committed until the fine and costs 
were paid in the nature of a final process—a 
mere means of enfircing the payment of the 
judgment—which would have been suspended 
by an order staying the judgment itself. A 
writ.of error was the appropriate remedy.” 

Habeas corpus is a collaterai proceeding, 
and when the court had jurisdiction of the 
subject matter and the person the question 
of whether his judgment was erroneous can- 
not be reviewed by obtaining a writ of, habeas 
corpus, and if the Supreme Court cannot 
review the question and discharge the prisoner 
by habeas corpus how could Judges Tuley, 
Adams, and Sears, who are merely codrdinate 
Judges of the same court with Judge Chet- 
lain, legaliy do so? 

Judge Chetlain's judgment then is still a 
valid, enforcible judgment, and the order of 
Judges Sears, Tuley, and Adams discharging 
the Commissioners so far as the fines are con- 
eerned is void. Executions should issue and 
the Sheriff should enforce the judgment of 
Judge Chetlain, or let the Commissioners ap- 
peal in the regular way to a higher court. 

The State’s-Attorney did not. present the 
law to the trinity court, and the interests of 
the people in punishing crimes against the 


-ballot were not protected, 


State’s-Attorney Kern says his office is so 
busy with other business that he is consider- 
ing the advisability of employing special coun- 
sel to prosecute the indictmefits brought in 
by the special grand jury. If he wants to 
place himself right before the people let him 
ask Judge Chetlain to appoint special counsel 
in the case of the ballots to enforce the judg- 
ment, or to have the same reviewed in an 
upper court should the same be appealed.

court. What have they to fear? 

if they do not appeal, then let the judgment 
of Judge Chetiain be enforced and the fine 
collected. 

The people will not feel satisfied until the 
frauds are punished, and the matter will not 
be allowed to rest where it now is. 

THE FIRST THING TO DECIDE. 

The following letter was sent yesterday by 
Mr. H. H. Porter, Chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
railroad, to the Superintendent of the line: 

OuHIcaco, May 19.—-To the General Superin- 


tendlent Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad 
company, Danville, III.: We have got to first 


decide whether we have a government or not. 


The utterignoring by the mob of the leaders in 
the coal mine strikes decides me to say that it is 
not the question now what any mine operator 
dogs or where he goes. The time has come when 
the question of coal and coal mining prices is of 
little consequence compared to the general ques- 
tion of law and order. I have no sympathy with 
the unfair discriminations of the coal operators 
in Southern Illinois, but I shall not ask any one 
to make any move until the individuai laborers 
can work without being threatened by a mob 
anywhere, and the railroads can run their trains 
unmolested. Whether the mine-owners go to the 
meeting the 31st is their own business. This is a 
revolution pure and, simple throughout the 
whole West and South, and can but have the re- 
sult of a revolution. I consider, that McBride 
and his organization are as utterly gone as Martin 
Irans and his following were a few years ago, if 
the United States is to continue as a Nation.

“THIS GONE FAR ENOUGH,” 

There was printed upon the first page of the 
dJast issue of Tue Tarsune a cartoon which 
forcibly pictures the situation in the mining 
districts of Illinois. It represented a closed 
mine with a rampant anarchistic striker, club 
and pistol in hand, holding a coal train back 
and trampling upen the law, symbolized by 
-the flag, with the State of Illinois, supported 
by a soldier, declaring Hold on. This has 
gone far enough.“ This Anarchist has quit 
work without reason. He will not work him- 
self and threatens to murder anyone else 
who attempts to work. He has stopped the 
transportation of coal which is not his ** 
erty, coal which is above ground, which has 
been paid for by consumers, and which is in 
the hands of common carriers. It is coal 
which may belong to Chicago, Joliet, or Mil- 
waukee, or to the factories on the Rock or 
Fox River. It no more belongs to the miner 
than the wheat or the cattle shipped on these 
roads, It is of no advantage to him except 
as it benefits him to bring distress and suffer- 
ing upon the entire community. Therefore 
in preventing the shipment of their coal this 
alien miner is making war upon the citizens 
of Illinois, their homes, their mills, their fac- 
tories, their railroads, their charitable insti- 
tutions. 

There is only one way to deal with these 
men who have placed themselves outside the 
protection of the law and deliberately made 
war upon the people of Illinois. They should 
be dispersed at once as rebels and invaders of 
the rights of the people. After they are 
routed and driven off they should. be hunted 
up, arrested, and punished with the severest 
penalties of the law. The law should be ap- 
plied to them vigorously as public enemies, 
Who have conspired to throw men out of 
work, to deprive the people of fuel, and to 
bring suffering, if not starvation, into their 
homes. There should be no more pottering 
with them, no talk of negotiating or compro- 
mising, no more garrisons aroùnd the coal 
mines. These alten Anarchist wolves should 
be driven off, hunted down, and punished. 

It the Governor of this State has any sense 
of his duty, any care for the rights of the peo- 
ple, any regard for law and order, he will not 
stop until he has crushed out and dispersed 
these public enemies who have, stopped the 
commerce of the State and then brought them 
before the courts for punishment.

Tun Council passed an ordinance amending 
the building ordinance se as to permit the 
construction of bow windows of wood where 
the buildings are less than five stories in 
height, the wood to be covered with some 
„ incombustible material,“ such as sheet iron 
or zinc. The Mayor vetoed it, very properly, 
and it failed to pass over the veto, the vote 
being 85 to 19. It is a pity that thirty-five 
Aldermen should have cast their votes for 
such a dangerous, demagogical ordinance, 
The object of it is to enable people to build a 
little more cheaply and add thus to the fire 
risk of their neighbofs and also of the whole 
city, What is the use of passing ordinances 
designed to secure solidity of construction 
and reasonable security against fire when an 
attempt is made soon to amend them in such 
a way as to allow a man to plaster a mass of 
wood on the front of his building so as to 
make it certain thata fire breaking outin it 
will sweep from story to story? If the build. 
ing ordinance had been deformed, as these 
thirty-five Aldermen propose, the insurance 
companies would feel obliged to raise their 
rates and the whole community would be 
taxed so afew men might build more cheaply. 
Very probably some of these Aldermen knew 
that they were votmg wrong. Some of them 
knew how much the use of combustible 
materials has cost this city. But constituents 
urged them to vote for this ordinance, and 
they were demagogical enough to do so and 
throw on the Mayor the responsibility of de- 
feating it. This tinkering with the building 
ordinance ought to stop. It would if the 
Aldermen had honesty and courage. 
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Tur Common Council Monday evening 
passed the ordinance which exempts the Buena 
Park settlement in the Twenty-fifth Ward 
from the curse of grogshops by the vote of 46 
yeas to 8 nays. So much the more shame 
for the eight Aldermen who voted to inflict 
groggeries in a purely residence district, 
Their names are Morrison, Muelhoefer, Bren- 
nan, McGillen, Rohde, Kelly, Slepicka. and 
Schendorf. They have put themselve on rec- 
ordin a di-graceful manner. The district 
covered by the ordinance includes 160 acres 
and is bounded by Graceland Cemetery, Lake 
Michigan, Graceland avenue, and Sulzer 
street. It is to be regretted that instead of 
this special ordinance there was not some 
genera! ordinance passed having the same ob- 
ject in view, but it will save the people in that 
territory from a public nuisance and danger. 
As they have been successful it would be an 
excellent precaution for other neighborhoods 
to take. There are indeed some entire wards 
in this city which are not commercial or 
manufacturing centers purely residence 
wards, inhabited entirely by families, which 
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have this pest, that it can 
quiet, that its women and

Ir is aatislactory to note that th the Repub- 
lican Congressional committees of the Chica- 
go districts are beginning to take action.

There is only the Democratic 
majority of the Twenty-ninth Ward (the 
Stock-Yards region) to overcome. Ina Con- 
gressional fight involving the industrial 
(tariff) issue this Democratic majority ought 
to be kept down to reasonable proportions, 
The district is a good one in which to begin 
the fight for the restoration of Republican 
supremacy in this State.

He Gets Twenty Months In Addition to the 
One Year from Which He Fied=His 
Confession of Gravesend Frauds Affects 
the Judge's Prescription=Railway Em- 
ployes Decide to Federate in Certain 
Branches=Cruelty to @ Prisoner in 
King's County Penitentiary. 

New York, May 20.—[Speeial.]— Ex- Justice 
of the Peace Kenneth F. Sutherland in court 
in Brooklyn this morning pleaded guilty to 
the indictment of procuring|a false canvass of 
the votes at Gravesend in 1893, He made a 
full confession of his participation in the 
crime. He said: I estimate the number of 
fictitious votes cast at the Gravesend election 
of 1893 in the Second Eled¢tion District to 
have been between 800 and 900; the total 
number of fictitious votes on that day cast in 
all of the districts to have been between 
1,400 and 1,500. The actual votes cast at 
that election were about 2,100 or 2,200 
in number. The actual number ot votes 
cast in the year 1892 at the election in 
Gravesend was 2,000 or 2,100, and there 
were cast in 1892 about 1.000 or 1,100 
fictitious ballots. In both years the fictitious 
ballots were straight Democratic. I am un- 
willing to inculpate any other person, and am 
willing to take upon myself) without sharing 
with any one else the burden of what I myself 
didin the Second Election District last elec- 
tion day. I folded with my own hands two 
lots of paper ballots, each 100 or 200 in 
number, which were tictitiously cast in my 
presence that day. I havepiaced in the hands 
of Mr. Shepard, the Deputy Attorney-Gen- 
eral, a full statement of my participation in 
the whole crime, including the concea!ment 
of the regfstry list and the casting of fictitious 
votes given upon his examination of me.“ 
The Deputy Attorney-General asked that in 
view of the prisoner’s confegsion he receive 
not more than half the extteme penalty of 
seven years. Judge Bartlett then sentenced 
Sutherland to twenty months in Sing Sing in 
addition to the term of one year in Kings 
County Penitentiary already imposed, and 
from which he fled some weeks ago. In ad- 
dition to the indictment to which Sutherland 
pleaded guilty he is under an indictment 
found against him in January last for con- 
spiracy to procure the easting of fraudulent 
votes in Gravesend, and under seven other 
indictments found against him last week. 
Upon recommendation of the Deputy Attor- 
ney-Generul the indictinents for neglecting 
duty under the election law found against 
John Y. Mekane, Richard V. B. Newton, 
Kenneth F. Sutherland, William J. Gladding, 
and James S. Stryker, composing the Town 
Board of Gravesend, were dismissed. There 
remain eight indietments against McKane 
which will rest in abeyance While he serves 
his term at Sing Smg. If he serves out that 
sentence it is not proposed td press for trial 
any otner of these indictments, The remain- 
ing indictments against Inspectors of Elec. 
tion who are serving their terms will also be 
allowed to rest. 
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RAILWAY EMPLOYES WILL FEDERATE 


Convention at New York So Decides and 
Adopts a Platform. 

New Lokk, May 29.—[Speeial.— The con- 
vention of railroad employés in the Lenox 
Lyceum closed this evening by adoptinga 
platform providing for a federation of the 
employés of particular railroad systems. An 
example of the feeling of the delegates was 
given in the morning session. There 
were six bodies only called to de- 
liberate and six only were to com- 
pose the federation. Nevertheless another body 
of railway employés was allewed represen- 
tation. This was the Car Inspectors’ Associa- 
tion. It was a surprise to some of the dele- 
gates when Paul Scheweitzer, the representa- 
tive of the car inspectors, wa made a member 
of the Committee on Resolutions. Then it 
was found there was an additional organiza- 
tion in the federation. Compulsory arbitra- 
tion was adopted. A parugraph fram the 
platform follows: 

Our purposes and principles dre to afford com- 
fort and safety to the traveiing public and loyal 
and faithful service to our employers. We de- 
mand compensation consistent with such services. 
We desire to make a study of all questions affect- 
ing conditions of employment. and, if possible. 
to agree: upon a line of action through 
which to secure favorable and proper legislation 
by the State and national legislative bodies. The 
decisions recently rendered by Federal Judges 
disclose a condition of affairs which invites the 
closest attention of legislators, and calls for the 
exercise of broad and true statesmanship. 

The platform then condemns the action of 
Judge Jenkins in issuing “oppressive and 
un-American writs.“ It then continues to as- 


sert that the time has arrived when organized 


labor should apply a power which has long 
lain dormant by discarding entirely politics 
and party affiliation, and by united action at 
the ballot-box aud upon legislative lines exert 
an influence that will be heeded. It favors 
the selection of railroad commissioners in 
the different States by a direct vote of the 
people; the enactment of laws affording 
railroad employés Sunday rest, so far as con- 
sistent with the imperative demands of the 
people; the settlement of differences by arbi- 
tration and adequate protection to the em- 
ployés against personal injury caused by neg- 
ligence on the part of a co-employé 
or from defective roads or equipments.

MURDER OF PRISONERS CHARGED. 


Henry J. Taft, a Discharged: Convict, Pre- 
fers Serious Allegations. 

New York, May 29.—[Special.]|—Henry J. 
Taft, discharged from the Kings County peni- 
tentiary May 15 after servitzasentence of 
two years for grand iarceny, has made against 
the employés of the penitentiary charges 
of murder, brutality, neglect, robbery, and a 
number of other offenses. Taft is a physi- 
cian, and was assigned to duty in the hospital 
attached to the penitentiary. He has made 
six charges against the employés, and says he 
will forward them to the Attorney-General, 

Taft alleges that convicts have been mur- 
dered for the purpose of robbery and names 
Robert Vesia as having been poisoned by an 
employé for this purpose in June, 1893. 
He alleges that.in December, 1893, a convict 
named Meli was poisoned. Also that a con- 
vict named Donnelly died in his cell May 9, 
1892, from neglect, and t Cornelius 
Brosnan, John Farran, and Thomas Nolan 
lost their lives through lack of proper medi- 
cal attendance and general neglect, He also 
declares that Richard Vaughan, in February, 
1894, was beaten and died from neglect. 

Taft alleges that in December, 1893, a dose 
of arsenic was given to him by an employé 
with intent to Kill, but, being a chemist, he 
detected it, and saved himself by using anti- 
dotes. He alleges that the prisoners are 
starved and that several of them became in- 
sane every month for lack of food and be- 
cause of ill-treatment. The Warden says 
there is no truth in the charges.

Henty of Navarre was second ix de- 
mand, and Dorian and Hornpipe were well 
supported. Potentate, Aurelian, Peacemaker, 
St. Maxim, and Ornus rated above John 
Cooper and Lochinvar in the public estima- 


drowsy moods. and before he fiashed his flag, 
Ike Thompson had succeeded in gettingin a 
few John Cooper dollars at 50 to 1. Getting 
well away, Patsy McDermott and John Coop- 
er flocked with the leaders, Dorian, Aurelian. 
Dobbins, and Henry of Navarre, in turn till 
well into the stretch.

Committees cCommissloner Oliver Is 

Chosen Auditor of the Reorganized 
Body — Commissioner Bogle Grows 
Wrathful at the Bid of a Firm of Stone 
Contractors, Hinting at Light Weight= 
Drainage Trustees Hold a Meeting. 

The newly appointed Commissioners took 
their seats at the meeting of the West Park 
Board yesterday afternoon. Ex-Commission- 
er Garvy was present and, after the board had 
been called to order by President Moll, intro- 
duced his successor, Charles J. Vopicka, in a 
cordial manner. . Ex-Commissioner Blount 
introduced his successor, J. Miiton Oliver. 
Ex-Commissioners Townsend and Brodowski 
were not present and their successors, Harvey 
Weeks and Edward Nihlein, took their seats 
without a formal introduction. The Secre- 
tary announced that he had been notified by 
the County Clerk that the bonds of the newly 
appointed members had been approved and 


were on file. 

President Moll announced that the reorgan- 
ization of the board was in order, and Com- 
missioner Oliver was unanimously chosen Au- 
ditor. The standing committees were named 
by the President es follows:

The committees were approved and the 
board proceeded with the routine bubiness., 
Upon the motion of Commissioner Bogie it 
was decided to connect the subway at Sacra- 
mento avenue with Central Park boulevard 
providing the cost should hot exceed $505. 

Commissioner Bogie became much worked 
up overacommunication from MeLaughlin 
and Rice, limestone contractors, offering to 
supply the board with crushed limestone at 
$1.15 per cubic yard. The present price paid 
by the board is $1.29. Mr. Bogle said that 
as long as he wasa member of the board it 
should not have anything to do with that firm, 
Last year, he said, there were shortages in the 
weight of stone delivered to the board and a 
committee had made an investigation. They 
had made no charges, but the firm in question 
had seen fit to bring a libel suit for $25,000 
against three members of the board, himself 
included, 

A resolution was presented by Commission- 
er Weeks ordering the Finance committee to 
make a thorough examination of the books of 
the board and report the amount of outstand- 
ing liabilities, and also. the assets and re- 
sources to meet such liabilities, to report the 
amount of money available for further im- 
provements, and to employ such experts and 
clerical force as was necessary to make the 
examiration. 

The board voted to return the bond of ex- 


ilton Oliver, Harvey Weeks, 


bids for sidewalks and pavements on Albany 
avenue and in Vernon Park. For the former 
the bid of George J. Powell of $12.05 per 
foot was accepted and the bids on the latter 
were rejected and the work deferred. 

Supt. Mahoney recom mended the purchase 
of black soil for the improvement of Hum- 
boldt Park boulevard, between Western and 
Milwaukee ‘avenues, and it was decided to 
complete Washington boulevard, between 
Garfield Park and Rockwell street. The 
board owes the city $7,000 for water. The 
board thought the bill should be paid, but 
recommended that an effort be made to come 
to an agreement with the city whereby the 
board should pay a certain tixed amount 
every year. The board then adjourned to 
meet June 12 at 4 o'clock. 

Lincoln Park Commissioners are now con- 
sidering what to do in the case of Supt. Petti- 
grew, who has-refused to resign, as some fifty 
other ernployés of the board have done at the 
request of the Commissioners. It is said that 
instead of handing in his resignation Supt. 
Pettigrew sent in a letter in which he stated 
he did not intend to resign, as he had always 
performed his duties in connection with the 
park faithfully. The mght of the Commis. 
sioners to remove him he conceded, but said 
he desired that the blame for his removal, if 
there should be any, should rest upon the 
Com missioners. 


DRAINAGE INJUNCTION UNTOUCHED, 


Members of the Board Take No Action 
Business Transacted, 

The Drainage Board at a meeting yesterday 
afternoon did nothing in the matter of the in- 
junction proceedings commenced by the 
Johnson Bradley company to restrain the 
board from letting the contract for the work 
on Sec. 1 of the canal to Griffith & MecDer- 
mott, on the grounds that they were rot the 
lowest bidders, President Wenter announced 
the fact of the injunction to the board and 
ordered that the record be made to show it, 
which was all that was done in the matter. 
The case will come up before Judge McCon- 
neil next Friday or Saturday on a motion 
of the board to dissolve the injunction. 
The probable plea of the board will be that it 
cannot be enjoined from doing what has 
already been done. This on the technical 
ground that as soon as the bourd voted the 
contract to Griffith & McDermott it was let, 
and in the meaning of tho law made and can- 
not now be invalidated except as provided in 
the specific conditions of the contract. 

The board decided that the retaining, walls 
of the canal sections, one to fourteen in- 
clusive, should be of cement masonry, owing 
to the difficulty encountereg in obtaining 
rock for the construction of dry rubble walls. 
The price fixed for the work per cubic yard 
are as follows: Section one, $2.90; five, 
six, and seven, $3.25. The contractor for 
Sec. 3 has agreed to accept $3.25 per cubic 
yard for the work and the Chief Engineer was 
authorized to arrange at a cost not to exceed 
$3. 25 per cubic yard for the construction of 
retaining walls on Secs. 2 and 4 
and Secs, 8 to 14 inclusive. 
The cost for such, work was limited to 83.25 
per cubic yard. On recommendation of the 
Chief Engineer the expenditure authorized 
for the repairing of the Calumet Terminal 
bridge was increased from $1,600 to $2,100. 
A continuous levee from Spilling to Romeo 
road, to contain 70,000 yards of material, 
was also recommended, provided the cost 
would not exceed 15 cents per yard. The 
bunks of the Illinois and Michigan Canal, 
which washed out last March and were tem. 
porarily repaired, were ordered permanently 
repdited, The expense of this work, the 
board contends, should fall on Contractors 
Streeterand Kenefick, who, it is alleged, are 
legally responsible for the break.
